DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose the recited combination of steps in a system and method for recording and billing 
of services during roaming of a mobile IP node, including transmitting the generated TAP files, 
together with billing instructions, from the billing module to a clearing module, the billing 
instructions including at least one of user-specific or service-provider-specific billing data, the 
clearing module at least one of billing the service obtained by the user to a provider of a fixed 
network or transmitting the TAP files to a GSM service provider for billing, as set forth in claim 
1; wherein the billing module generates TAP files corresponding to service obtained by the 
mobile IP node based on the captured data, the TAP files being transmittable, together with 
billing instructions, to a clearing module, the billing instructions including at least one of user- 
specific or service-provider-specific billing data, as set forth in claim 8.
